Almost every business house, and many of the 
residences, are gaily decorated. Red, white 
and blue bunting, and flags of various designs, 
can be seen everywhere, and many of the 
decorations bear evidence of decided artistic 
taste. So much for the city. 
THE SPECIAL CAR 
bearing the distinguished guests reached the 
city at ten minutes before six this evening. 
The ride through from Beauvoir was without 
note. At the various stations along the road 
great crowds Of people were gathered in the 
hope that they might catch a glimpse, at least, 
of the distingued traveler, but so faras Mr. 
Davis wis concerned they were in most cases 
disappointed. The train stopped at Montgom- 
ery for breakfast and was at Americus for a 
few minutes. At Smithville Mrs. McAfee sent 
in a delightful lunch, which was greatly en- 
joyed. As the train drew near to Macon the 
number of anxious spectators along the 
line increased. It was about 45 minutes be- 
lind time, but the 3,000 people who had gath- 
ered at the Macon depot waited patiently. 
The whistle of the engine in the distance met 
a@ response in the booming of cannon .and the 
old yell, which burst forth from the lips of the 
crowd about the depot, seemed to shake the 
very earth.

ON THE WAY TO MACON. 
The Confederate Warmly

AMERICUS, Ga., October 24.—[Special.}— 
This day has been one of the most notable in 
the history of Ameri-vus. 

The good people of the city assembled at 
the depot by the thousands to welcome, on his 
his first visitto their midst, their loved and 
venerable chief—the Hon. Jefferson Davis. 
When it became known this morning that he 
and his family were to pass through the city 
on their way to the state fair in Macon, it was 
at once determined, by unanimous consent, to 
accord a rousing reception. The fair ladies of 
the city assembled at an early hour, bringing 
baskets of the choicest flowers, which were 
deftly entwined into wreathes and garlands, 
making a floral display most beautiful to 
behold. An immense shield of white satin, 
completely covered with the choicest white 
flowers, with the single word “Hero” ih im- 
mortelles across the centre, was among the 
numberiess floral tributes presented the dis- 
tinguished visitors. A committee of promin- 
ent citizens, consisting of Mayor Felder, Presi- 
dent 5. H. Hawkins, Hon. C. F. Crisp, Hon. 
A. 8. Cutts, Colonel U. B. Harrold, Colonel 
C. H. Wooten and Dr. J. B. Hinkle, went 
down to Smithville in the morning to act as an 
escort of honor to their beloved ex-chieftain 
and his idolized wife and daughters. When 
the train bearing the party came in sight 

A TUMULTUOUS SHOUT 
went up from the dense throng that had as- 
sembled todo him homage. Two pieces of 
artillery, planted near the depot, thundered 
out a welcome, while a score of steam whistles 
and numberless bells and a brass band added 
to the tumult. 

When the train came to a stop in the depot, 
the venerable old hero appeared upon the plat- 
form of his handsomely decorated car, leaning 
upon the arm of Colonel 8. H. Hawkins. This 
was the signal for angther “‘rebel yell’’ on the 
part of the enthused multitude, and it was 
given in a manner in which its sincerity could 
not be doubted. When quiet was restored, 
Mr. Davis made a short address, standing upon 
an improvised platform and beneath an arch 
offroses and rarest cut flowers. He thanked 
his people for having thus honored him, and 
said that as. soon as he crossed the border line, 
and was told that he was once more on Geor- 
gia soil, that he knew that he was again among 
those who honored and loved him best of all. 
Mr. Davis was accompanied upon the platform 
by the members of his party, among whom 
were Mrs. Davis, his daughters, Mrs. Hays, 
and above all, by Miss Winnie, ‘‘The Daughter 
of the Confederacy.’’ When he had concluded 
his remarks, the crowds surged towards the 
platform, and hundreds graped his trembling 
hand and that of Miss Winnie and Mrs. Hays. 
Old men cried like children, and 

ONE WRINKLED OLD VETERAN, 

with tears streaming down his honest face, ex- 
claimed ashe took Mr. Dayis by the hand, 
‘God bless’you. sir; God bless you, you do not 
look a day older than when I followed your 
standard; twenty-five years ago.’’ It was an 
affecting sight and it was hard for those about 
him to keep back the tears. 

A stop of only five minutes was made here, 
but it afforded our people an opportuuity of 
seeing, perhaps for the last time, their honored 
and beloved chieftain. Business was suspended 
duting the time of his brie? stay. Nearly every 
merchant in the city closed his doors and went 
to the depot to see the hero of the lost cause. 

PASSING THROUGH CUTHBERT. 

CuTHBERT, Ga., October 24.—[Special.]— 
Ex-President Jefferson Davis, accompanied 
by his wife, Mrs. Hays, Miss Winnie, and the 
special escort from Macon, passed this city to- 
day about 12:30 o’clock, enroyte ‘to Macon. 
Cuthbert turned out en masse to greet him, 
and confederate flags were flying from every 
available elevation. A number of beautiful 
bouquets were sent in to them as the train

THE ANARCHISTS’ CASE. 


The Order of the Supreme Court Granting a 
Hearing of the Appeal. 

Wasuinoron, October 24.—In the United 
States supreme court today, Chief Justice 
Waito read the formal order in the anarchist 
case, of which notice was given Saturday, and 
which provides for a hearing on Thursday 
next of the argument upon the anarchists 
petition for a writ of error.

| Hunt, of Illinois, who was present in the court

Following is the text of the order: 

Following the precedent in Wichell vs. The Com- 
monwealth, (7 Il, 321),we have permitted this mo- 
tion to be made in open court, at the suggestion of 
Justice Harlan, to whom aj p'ication was first pre- 
sented, on account of the urzency of the case and 
its importance, But, as was said in that case, ‘‘writs 
of error to the state courts have never been allowed 
as of right;" that is to.say, as of.course, and it is the 
duty of him to whom an application for such writ is 
mat es to ascertain from an examination of the 
record of the state court, “whether any question, 
cognizable here on appeal, was made and decided in 
the proper court of the state,and whetherithe case on 
face on the record will justify the allowance of the 
writ. Deeming that the proper practice, we will 
hear counsel on yiorongy- next in support of this 
motion, not only upon the point whether any fed- 
eral questions were’ actually made and decided in 
the supreme court of the state, but also upon the 
character of these questions, so that we may decter- 
mine whether they are such as to make it proper for 
us to ring the case here for review.

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PROHIBITION CASES. 


The United States Supreme Court Refuses to 
Advance Them on the Docket. 


WaAsnHInGton, October 24.—The supreme 
court today denied the motion to advance the 
cases made by Packard, of Chicago, in four 
prohibition liquor cases from Iowa, and one 
from Georgia, standing on document as num- 
bers 1015, and 1091 to 1094 inclusive. They in- 
volve Sthe <same questions which were pre- 
sented by the cases of Ziebald and Hagelin 
| already argued. The attorney-general of Kan- 
sas, who, by reason of misapprehension, did 
not appear to argue the latter case wae! was 
in the court room this morning and filed a 
petition for leave to make an oral argument 
now, notwithstanding the fact that the court

, advisement. The question presented 
by the case is regarded as a 


very important one, since it involves the con- 
Stitutionality of all prohibition legislation 
since the adoption of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, which does not provide fer compensa- 
tion to brewers and distillers for the value of 
property destroyed by the forcible closing of 
their establishments. 

Attorney-General Garland submitted to the 
court today a motion to haye advanced for 
early hearing the case of the receiver of the 
First National bank of Buffalo, N. Y., against 
Elbridge, Spaulding and others, which involves 
the question of the responsibility of the direc- 
tors of the national bank for negligemce in the 
performance of their duties. The motion to 
advance is made at the request of the comp- 
troller of currency. 


THE STATE'S SHARE, 


A Decision in a Suit Brought by States 
Against the Government. 


WASHINGTON, October 24.—Decision was 
rendered by the supreme court of the United 
States today, in three cases of the United 
States, appellant against the states of Louis- 
ana, diskowa and Mississippi. These were 
suits brought in the court of claims by the 
states named to recover from the United 
States five percent of the net proceeds of sales 
of public lands within their limits, and also 
to recover indemnity for swamp lands .purch- 
ased by individuals, the proceeds of which 
were by statute directed to be applied, as far 
as necessary, to the reclamation of such lands 
by means of levees and drains. The United 
States maintain that the court of claims had 
no jurisdiction to determine a cause in which 
a state sued the United States; that part of 
the claims were barred by the statute of lim- 
itations; and that the United States was en- 
titled to make a set off or counter-claim on ac- 
count of unpaid direct taxes due from the 
states of Louisana, Alabama und Mississippi, 
under the act of August 5th, 1861.. The court 
of claims decided that it had jurisdiction ; that 
the disputed items were not barred by the 
siatute of limitations; and that a set off or 
counter-claim could not be allowed.

HARTINGION AT NOTTINGHAM. 


tHe Does Not Believe That Any Modifica- 
tions Will be Granted. 

Lonpon, Octodver 24.--Lord Hartington de- 
livered a speech at Nottingham this evening. 
He described the liberal federation as nothing 
but a one man association without a permanent 
national character. As proof of this he said 
that after the election of 1885, nine-tenths of 
the liberals would have repudiated as calumny 
the assertion that the party was pledged to 
home rule or a repealof the union. Last 
week’s meeting of the federation had not 
either a consultative or deliberative character. 
Members simply assembled to hear Mr. Glad- 
stone declare, in vague terms, what he chose 
that the association’s policy should be. The 
demands of unionists met practically with a 
flat refusal. He peronally never believed 
that any modifications would be granted. 
He declined to examine the federations’ 
new political programme, as it had no more 
practical bearing upon the immediate future 
than the resolves passed by the three Tooley 
street tailors. [Laughter and cheers. ] 

As soon as the elections of 1855 were over, 
Mr. Gladstone’s copiously announced  pro- 
gramme disappeared. Votes were used for 

urposes Which the party did not, dream of. 
Let them take warning and not attach import- 
ance to the semblance of an explanation of the 
policy which to some politicians was a neces- 
sary part of politics. He reiterated that the 
question of the disestablishment of the church 
in Scotland ought to be settled by popular 
will, but not so with Welch disestabiishment, 
which could not be separated from the English 
disestablishment, as Mr. Gladstofhe himself 
had formerly argued when the question was 
raised. 

Lord Hartington accused Mr. Gladstone of 
offering disestablishment as a naked bribe 
for the support of his home rule proposals. 

Lord Randolph Churchill spoke at Stockton 
thisevening. He said that the nationalist 
leaders had made little of his friend Blunt, 
who was an impulsive man and knew nothing 
whatever about Irish affairs. He advised his 
hearers not to attach too much gimportance to 
such collisions of which more might occur, the 
object being to make the government of Ireland 
impossible and to alienate electoral support 
from the unionist party. Looking at the de- 
termination and promptitude with which 
the government was now acting, he 
believed that the league and al! forces 
of disorder in Ireland would be almost got 
under by the tine parliament resumed work. 
Some sentimental people were shocked by 
these collisions with the police; but in Amer- 
ica the people had become so squeamish, know- 
ing that it was impossible to trifle with law 
business in a country with a large democratic 
institution ; that, for instance, had Mr. Blaine 
spoken about the American police as Mr. Glad- 
stone had spoken about the Irish police at 
Kidderminster, he would probably have been 
expelled from public HRfe.

The Exposition and Its Critics, 

We believe no sane man will seriously 
@oubt the unqualified and overwhelming 
success of the Piedmont exposition. That 
 guch buildings should have been erected, 
such grounds prepared and such exhibits 
gathered in less than a hundred days is a 
miracle of enterprise and energy that carries 
its own demonstration. There are three 
points of criticism, however, to which we 
may legitimately refer. 

First. That Mr. Allen O. Myers, of the 
Cincinnati Exiquirer, and a few of. his asso- 
ciates, were not properly fed. This is prob- 
ably true, for the managers of the exposi- 
tion did not think that the estimate of the 
exposition would dapend on the stomachs of 
Mr. Myers and his accomplished colleagues. 
Indeed, this is a new phase of journalism, 
that published accounts of an exposition, 
involving a cost of two hundred thousand 
dollars, and exhibiting the resources of a 
great sectian,should be governed by the fact 
that the maw of an occasional correspon- 
dent was not stuffed with unctious things. 
We are told of a Hindoo philosopher who 
had retired from the world and was so 
wrapped in contemplation of his own abdo- 
men that he fancied his umbilicus was the 
hub of the universe., The devotion with 
which Mr. Myers and his friends contem- 
plated their own stomachs to the exclusion 
of the exposition, revives the memory of the 
Hindoo gentleman. We have sized up their 
reports, and there is more written about the 
provender they did not get, and the beds 
they did net sleep on than there is about the 
entire exposition. Journalism shal) have 
fallen to a queer pitch when the managers 
of a great show have simply to’stuff the cor- 
respondent with breag ari cheese to score a 
success. Mr. wkins, of the Chicago 
News, and ja@ other self-respecting corres- 
Dowdewts, of which he was the type, shared 
the discomforts of the gifted Mr. Myers, but 
wrote thoughtful, serious and intelligent re- 
ports of the exposition to their respective 
papers. 

Second. There are complaints that the 
exposition did not release certain exhibits in 
time for them to get to the Macon fair. The 
exposition is on record as having authorized 
every exhibitor to leave on Thursday night‘ 
in order to get to Macon in time. Permits 
were issued for the cars to enterthe grounds 
on Thursday night and take away the ex- 
hibits, and every director agrees that every 
facility in his power was offered to those 
who desired togo to Macon. We feel sure 
that no exhibitor will state that he was not 
fully authorized to leave on Thursday night, - 
the date first fixed and adhered to for going 
to Macon. 

Third.--There is complaint that some of 
the military were not properly cared for. In 
reply to this the Governor’s Horse Guard 
informed the exposition that they would 
make the visiting cavalrymen their guests. 
The Gate City Guard stated that if the ex- 
position would help them to bear the ex- 
pense they would entertain the visiting mil- 
itary, at breakfast on Wednesday morn- 
ing, this being considered the limit of their 
hospitality as the companies returned home > 
that night. The exposition gladly did this, 
the amount was agreed on and was paid the 
Guard. Genera) Young and Captain An- 
derson were requested to pay the way. of 
every soldier to the grounds and return, so 
that they would not be forced to march 
through the mud. In every possible case 
this was done. These cfficers paid the bills, 
returned the bills to the exposition, by 
which in turn they were promptly paid. The 
horses for the visiting artillery companies 
werg hired and paid for by the exposition as 
were the horses for the various staffs. ‘The 
exposition did not intend to charge any sol- 
dier admission tothe grounds. If any were 
charged it was by mistake, and the money 

fouid be gladly refunded. 

With these three statements we have met 
guch criticisms as secm legitimate. We do 
not allude to the wild hunt after a confed- 
erate flag in Atlanta, and the comments 
thereon, furtherthan to say that the mental 
vision which could fail to see the vast ex- 
panse of enthusiasm and devotion shown all 
over Atianta and al! through the crowds 
and focus itself on a tattered confederate 
flag hung from a single house on a side 
street, in the search for disloyalty, is a very 
defective vision, to say the least of it.

The Art of Butter Making. 

We print elsewhere an interview with Dr 
Gates, of Vermont, who furnished the but- 
ter-maker’s equipment for the Panola dairy 
at the Piedmont exposition. We are dis- 
posed to consider this the most important 
exhibit made at the Piedmont. 

It was an object lesson In, butter making. 
We may almost say that making good butter 
isa lost art In Georgia. ‘There are occasion- 
al farmers who make a superb article, com- 
pact, golden, and of excellent flavor; but for 
the most part Georgia buttér is a sorry arti- 
cle. 

Such butter barely commands fifteen to 
twenty cents, Butter properly made 
from the same milk would command forty to 
fifty cents. Mr. Gatés states’ that butter 
similar to that madein Panola dairy would 
find exhaustiess market in New York at 
seventy-five cents to one dollara pound. 
Five thousand pounds a day of such butter 
could be sold in Atlanta at forty to fifty 
cents a pound, Indeed the market for first- 
class butter is not.to be limited in the 
southern states. 

We are glad to learn that many Georgians 
bought the equipmont of the Panola dairy, 
and will start butter making at once on the 
improved plan. Every man who does this 
will create his own market, and will stand 
as an example to be followed by his neigh- 
bors. With our long pasturage seasons, our 
short and mild winters, our nutritious 
grasses and cheap lands, there is every rea- 
son why the south should become the great 
butter making section of this country, and 
not a single reason why it.should hold its 
present position of dependence on the north 
for the bulk of its butter.

The Knights ef Labor Split. 

The action of those of the Knights of 
Labor, who dissented from the work of the 
Minneapolis convention, in issuing a call of 
secession from the order and the establish- 
ment of another order on a new basis, isa 
formidable movement and the result ofthe 
effort will be watéhed with interest. 

For some time past the administration led | 
by Mr. Powderly, who for nine years has 
been master workman of the order, has en- 
countered severe opposition from various as- 
semblies which differed in their opinion 
from the administration’s management in 
many affairs of the organization. This op- 
position has presented itself in several gener- 
al conventions, but has never aceomplished 
anything other than forming a more decided 
nucleus around which opposition developed 
itself. 

The trouble between Mr. Powderly and 
his opponents seems to have arisen mainly 
out ofthe idea that the master workman 
was too arbitrary in the exercise of the 
functions of his office, andthat he was 
nursing a desire for centralization in the ex- 
ecutive conduct of the order. In many no- 
table instances Mr. Powderly has been over- 
ruled by the district assemblies, and so de- 
termined had the opposition ofa few become * 
that the master workman decided to make a 
squaie issue before the Minneapolis conven- 
tion. This has been. done, and Mr. Pow- 
derly has, to a great extent, been sustained. 

The contest in the convention was an inter- 
esting one, the opposition being led by two, 
Messrs Barry, of Michigan, and Bailey, of 
Ohio, of the six members of the executive 
board. Mr. Powderly made the issue square- 
ly on his centralization ideas, by asking for 
a change in the method of the selection of 
the executive board, which is now elected 
by the general convention. He wanted its 
appointment left to the mastef workman, 
While this was not done by the convention, 
the opposition received a rebuke in the ac 
tion .of the body in cutting down the num- 
ber of the board from six to four, which 
meant that both Barry and Bailey would 
lose their places on the board. Mr. Pow- 
derly expresses himself as thoroughly satis- 
fied with the work of the assembly, and con- 
siders himself vindicated. 

The dissenters in their Chicago proc- 
lamation declare themselves inde- 
pendent of the order, and _ after 
reciting the reasons actuating them, 
as published yesterday calls for the 
opinions of all of the assemblies on the 
question of a formation of a new order. 
The Knights of Labor as an organization, 
through its leaders, is charged with jobbery 
usurpation of power, violation of laws, ex- 
travagance, and everything else in the cate- 
gory of sin and corruption. 

It is doubtful if the movement at disor- 
ganization will amount to much more than 
the forma] complaint of the discontents as 
published in their-call. Mr. Powderly has 
proven himself a clear-headed, reasonable 
and just leader, and has done more to make 
the order what it is than any man init. In 
almost every instance where he has. been 
overruled has the order been brought into 
disrepute by the ill-advised and hasty action 
of others, and in many instances where his 
judgment and sense of right has prevailed, 
has the order been strengthened by popular 
credit being given to his fairness and desire 
to do right. 

Of course there are many things in the 
management of the affairs of so large an 
organization thatappear loose, and are not 
satisfactory. It was to remedy these that 
Mr. Powderly laid his plans for centraliza- 
tion. He believed that the arbitrary rule of 
district masters and walking delegates in- 
ured more to the injury of the order, than a 
careful administration of a responsible head, 
sober judgment, and aceurate knowledge of 
the organic principles underlying the order. 

It is a credit to the organization that the 
conservatism of its master workman has 
been sustained.

CHICAGO, October 24—The opening markets were 
of the usual Monday waiting character, pending the 
aunouncement of the visible supply. December 
wheat opened steady at 73'<e, soon reacted to 72'¢c, 
and during a greater part of the session remained 
around 73c, closing at 73%¢c. The visible supply 
statement showed an inerease of 1,057,000 bushels, 
but did not affect prices. Comparatively few outside 
orders were received, and local trading was far from 
heavy. Receipts in the northwest were liberal and 
shipments moderate. 

Corn was traded in only moderately today, and 
fluctuations were within a narrow range. The prin- 
cipal feature was a decrease of 218,000 bushels, which 
assisted the late firmness to a considerable extent, 
The market opened at Saturday’s closing prices,was 
steady for atime, then declined W%@\e, recovered 
and closed a shade firmer than Saturday. 

Oats were very quiet, the limited business trans- 
acted being confined almost entirely to May, which 
was steady to the close.

Provisions were only moderately dealt in, but the 
fecling was somewhat firmer and prices ruled higher, 
especially for deferred futures. Receipts of hogs 
were lighter than anticipated, and prices ruled 
higher, consiquently there was less disposition to 
sell produe's for future delivery.

GOVERNOR GORDON GOES TO MACON. 


Matters of Moment and Note Collected Yes- 
terday About State, Custom and 
Court Houses. 


Govereor Gordon on yesterday arrived at a 
decision in the convict case, put is not yet pre- 
pared to make it public. He will do so in a few 
days. Hecompleted the task of approving 
bills, save three, and at night went down to 
Macon, where he will spend two days at the 
State fair. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


GovERNOR GORDON stated to Tur ConsTI- 
TUTION last night that he had received from 
the attorney general, a legal opinion upon the 
convict investigation, ahd that he now knew 
the nature of the verdict, but he had not yet 
fully determined upon its exact form. @ 

overnor let fall no statement that indicated 
n the least degree whether the verdict. would 
be favorable or unfavorable to the_ lessees. 
Public interest in the case has about died out, 
and the adjournment of the general assembly 
is construed by many people asa sure sign that 
the governor will not forfeit the present leases, 
for the good reason that no proyision exists for 
the support or maintenance of thd éSfivicts 
pending a change in the lessees. The verdict 
Will be made public in a few days, and the 
public will be able to control its curiosity antil 
that time. 

AFTER MANY DAyYs of hard work, the gov- 
ernor has completed the task of signing the 
bills: passed by the general assembly. The 
acts were numerous and many of them were 
long and the examination thereof required 
much care and time. Among the more im- 
portant ones signed yesterday was the bill reg- 
ulating insurance. After it had passed the 
legislature the governor heard argument in 
regard toitby a number of insurance men 
who opposed it. The old line companies 
favored the bill and the opposition came from 
the assessment companies. All bills passed 
have been approved save three. These three 
will be considered for a day or two longer, as 
there are certain matters connected therewith 
that require more careful consideration. No 
bills have been vetoed by the executive thus 
far, and there is no likelihood that any vetoes 
will be made. : 

GoveERNOR Gorpown left last night by the 
Central road for Macon, where he goes upon 
invitation of the state fair officials to attend the 
ovation to be given on Wednesday te Mr. Jef- 
ferson Davis. If his plans are all carried out, 
the governor will spend today and Wednesday 
in Macon, returning to Atlanta Wednesday 
night. He will probably spend Thursday in 
his office, arrange all matters for an absence of 
several days aud leave Thursday evening for 
Ohio, where he goes upon invitation of the 
state democratic committee to take part in the 
gubernatorial canvass im_that state. He will 
not be absent longer than a week or ten days 
at the longest. 

ADJUTANT GENERAL KEx*, left for Macon 

esterday afternoon and will spend several 
days in that city. He has ordered the governor’s 
staff to report for duty in Macon on Wednes- 
day, and it is expected that the staff will do 
duty as an escort on the eceasion of the parade 
of the veterans. Judge James T. Nisbet, the 
governor’s private secretary, also left for Ma- 
con last night, and it is likely he will remain 
there for several days. Colonel Henderson, 
the agricultural commissioner, will also attend 
the state fair in his official capacity and take 
notes for the benefit of farmers. 

TREASURER HARDEMAN on yesterday paid a 
warrant for $500 in favor of J. M. Kell on ac- 
count of public buildings, and sent a check of 
$115 to the Jackson Artillery in payment of 
repairs made by it on guns and cannon owned 
by the. state. No other important business was 
transacted at the treasury yesterday.

One of the most interesting its of the 
Piedmont exposition was the “Panola Dairy,” 
operated by Cyrus Gates and F. A. Spencer for 
the Mosely and Stoddard company of Poult- 
ney, Vermont. 

regularly equipped, modern dairy, with 
every improved appliance for the manufacture 
of butter in full operation, and every morning 
turning out one hundred pounds of butter on 
the exposition grounds that would easily have 
sold for one dollar per pound in New York 
city. It was one of the shows of the great fair, 
ov thousands stopped daily to see the milk go 
through all the manipulation required to trans- 
form it into golden butter. Making one hun- 
dred pounds each day, the dairy sold quickly 
every pound to visitors, and uld easily have 
disposed of a great deal more had the dairy the 
capacity for making It. 
t is certainly a great secret to know how to 
_make butter that will sell for one dollar per 
pound. If it is the result of a peculiar process 
of treatment and manufacture, that process 
should be made public, and that was just what 
Mr. Cyrus Gates and Mr. F. A. Spencer were 
doing every morning at the exposition grounds. 
They were instructing all those who were 
pleased to stop and look on in the art of practi- 
cal butter making. They were not simply 
exhibiting new and improved appliances, but 
they were putting those appliances into practi- 
cal operation, and were showing in every de- 
tail the process of intelligent butter making. 

Mr. Cyrus Gates was the agent of the Mosely 
& Stoddard Manufacturing company, whose 
new and improved appliances were gg, used 
in the manufacture of butter. Mr. F. A. 
Spencer was the practical butter maker, whose 
experience on the large dairy farms of the 
north amply qualitied him to fulfill the work 
here. 
induced to come to the exposition by Mr. B. 
W. Hunt, of Eatonton, Ga., and it was Mr. 
Hunt who supplied them each morning with 
the large quantity of milk necessary to produce 
100 pounds of butter. Mr. Hunt’s farm is 
known as the “Panola dairy farm,’’ and it was 
that name which was given to the perfect 
dairy in daily operation at the Piedmont expo- 
sition. 

Many well known citizens of Atlanta saw the 
butter-making process as practiced by the ‘‘Pa- 
nola dairy,”’ and were greatly pleased with the 
resnit. So much so, indeed, that men like Dr. 
J. F. Alexander, Mr. Ed Holland, Mr. John 
A. Smith, Colonel J. B. Travis and Mrs. 8. D. 
Harweod, purchased appliances precisely simi- 
lar, and are now enabled todo precisely what 
the Panola dairymen did every morning. Prom- 
inent people all over Georgia, and elsewhere, 
were charmed with the intelligent working of 
the Panola dairy,and M.A. Power,of the‘‘Piney 
Woods” hotel, at Thomasville, Captain J. G. 
Hughes, T. L. Bussey and F. L. Freyer, of 
Marietta, White and Bryant, of Birmingham, 
and the Battery Park hotel, at Asheville, N. 
C., after seeing the excellent out-put of the 
‘Panola,’ purchased an equipment, that will 
enable them to obtain results exactly similar. 

Jn conversation yesterday with Mr. Cyrus 
Gates, the question was asked himin what 
does your process have the advantage over the 
old process of making butter? 

His answer was plain and short. Said he: 
“We claim by our process to utilize every bit 
of the cream, and with thesame amount of 
milk to produce three times the quantity of 
butter. This result, alone, is sufficient.to com- 
mend out process to intelligent dairymen, and 
vet we have other advantages equally as strik- 
ing and peculiar.’’ 

‘‘After the milk is taken from the cows, it is 
placed in cans that are surrounded by ice or 
cool water, and by rapidly cooling the 
milk the cream is more rapidly raised and is 
produced in three times the quantity than by 
the old process of letting the atmosphere work 
it all out. The milk and cream is allowed to 
stand in the cans for 12 hours, and then when 
it is desired to make the final separation be- 
tween the cream and milk, the cream is re- 
moved from the top, not by the old skimming 
process, but by inserting a tube into the can 
that fastens tightly into the faucet at the bot- 
tom which can be opened and shut securely by 
anut. The cream flows down the tube into a 
vessel below, and as the cream is lowered in 
the vessel the tube can be lowered too, so that 
every particle of cream can be secured without 
a drop of milk, and without smearing the can 
all over with cream. The cream is allowed to 
stand until a slight acid is developed, then itis 
brought to a temperature of from 60 to 62 de- 
grees, when it is ready for the churn. 

The Stoddardichurnjwe use is nade of white 
oak staves and is barrel shaped. There is 
nothing inside of it to injure the grains of but- 
ter, but the barrel is revolved upon its stand, 
top over bottom, by turning acrank and the 
butter is generated in this manner. The churn 
converts the entire amount of cream into but- 
ter. The granular forin of butter making is 

racticed, as you see nothing is used that will 
in the least disturb the grains of butter. We 
begin to churn as soon as butter starts from 
buttermilk in particles the size of a wheat 
kernel, at which point the buttermilk is with- 
drawn from the churn, leaving butter inside. 
Then by tuining water into churn, the butter- 
milk is washed thoroughly from the butter, 
lessening the amount of working necessary to 
remove the milk.- The butter is solid as taken 
from churn in granular form, and it is allowed 
to stand with salt until the salt is thoroughly 
dissolved, from four to six hours. It is then 
placed 47 our patent workers and worked 
util all brine is removed, when it is in proper 
shape for printing. Our prints do away with 
weighing as they are so arranged as to 
make four cakes of one-half pound each, or 
eight cakes of one-quarter of a pound each.’’ 

The creameries of the Mosely & Stoddard 
company are really handsome pieces of furni- 
ture. ‘They are encased in handsome cabinet 
looking stands finished in natural wood, 
and look when closed like an 
ordinary cabinet. Mr. Gates declared 
that a complete equippment for ten 
or twelve cows, including everything, would 
cost less than fifty dollars, and the saving in
